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EXCHEQUER BILLS.AND THE MONEY MARKET. 
Tue operation in the money market in relation to Exchequer 
bills has arrived at its conclusion, and we are now enabled’ to 
estimate not only the motives by which the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer has obviously been actuated in the policy he has 
pursued, but also the success of the measures adopted. It is 
necessary, however, that we should shortly consider in the 
first place the character of the security of which we are 
speaking, and the purpose to-which it is usually and most con- 
niently applied. As compared with any other Government securities, 
Exchequer bills. have the advantage—first, of being transferable 
from hand to hand without cost ; second, of being payable at the end 
of a year after they are issued, in a specified and certain amount, 
whatever may happen, or, in practice, of being exchangeable for 
new bills at theoption of the holder. These qualities obviously 
give them a great value to bankers and others who require to in- 
vest large sums, the duration of which investment is a matter of 
uncertainty, over the funded portion of the debt, the value of the 
principal of which is subject to great and very uncertain fluctua- 
tions. The peculiar recommendation of Exchequer bills is, that 
on 2a given, aud not distant day, they are payable at the option 
of the holder, in a.certain and specified sum ; so that, at least, no 
risk is encountered so far as regards the principal. But it must 
be quite obvious that’ when Exchequer bilis are circulating at a 
high rate of premium, one of the chief qualities which they pos- 
sess isdestroyed. The ium paid becomes at once a margin 
of uncertainty, which, though the real sum represented by the 
Exchequer bill is ever so sure of being paid, leaves the pre- 
mium subject to fluctuation to the extent it represents. Exchequer 
bills purchased at par, are exposed to no risk of fluctuation so far 
as regards the priveipal:—there is every certainty that at least, 
and within a moderate time, the principal sum, with the stipulated 
interest, will be received. But when Exchequer bilis rise in the 
market to 60s or 80s premiam, that is, when for every 100/ bill 
there is: paid 103/ or 104/, the margin above par becomes risk of 
loss which the purchaser incurs in the ultimate replacement of his 
capital. Exehequer bills at a high premium, therefore, are de- 
prived of one’very important element of security as a means of 
temporary investments. 
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stood in. the monthof Febraary last. There were then floating of 
bills dated in March, 1852, beariug interest at the rate of 1}d per 
‘cent. per day, or 2} per cent. per snaum, an amount of 
8,468,400/, payable in March, 1853; and of bills dated ia June, 
1852, bearing interest at the rate of 14d per cent. per day, or 
18s per cent. per ‘annum, an amount of 9,238,700/, niaking 
together (with 35,300/ of old bills outstanding) an amount of 
17,742,4001. With this amount of bills in circulation, at those 
rates of interest, they bore a premiam in the market of 70s to 803 
per cent. For every 100/ of Exch r bills the 
bayer had to pay 103410s to 104/, and of course was exposed to the 
risk of any reduction in the value of his investment to the exten 
of such premium. At the same time the balances in the publi ¢ 
Exchequer were inconveniently and unprofitably um° 
varying from three to nine millions were, according to the’ period* 
of the quarter, lying unemployed. 

Under those circumstances, what had a careful and pradent 
Chancellor of the Exchequer to consider? He had a floating 
debt of 17,742,4007, upon which interest was paid by the public, 
while he had enormous sums of public money lying absolutely 
idle and unemployed. And the premium which this float- 
ing debt of Exchequer bills bore was an unquestionable proof that 
the existing rate of interest was far too high. wo main 
objects were to be accomplished :—1irst, it was desirable to re- 
duce the rate of interest, so as to give the public the advantage 
of its own credit in the money market, as indicated by the pre- 
mium which Exchequer bills then bore ;—and second, it was de- 
sirable to reduce the entire amovut of Exchequer bills in cireula- 
tion to such an extent as would employ the unnecessary sur- 
plus of balances in the Exchequer, and to that extent, with the 

| public money in hand to reduce the amount of the floating 

| debt, and thus save the annual iaterest payable thereon. Another 

| powerful motive for that course was, the desirableness, daring a 

| period of profound peace aad of unusual prosperity, of reducing 
the unfunded debt as much as possible, as the best means of 
strengthening the credit of the Government in the event of an 
emergency arising. 

It was obvious, then, that those objects could only be accom- 
plished by a considerable reduction of the rate of interest, by 
which the full advantage of ahigh premiam would be given to 
the public, and a portion of the holders might be induced to de- 
mand money in place of new bills, when the period of exchange 
arrived. Accordingiy in March the rate was reduced to 1d per cent. 
per day, or 1} percent. annum ;—in the face, too, of an advance in 
the market rate of interest. It now appears that this reduction, 
while it effected a large saving to the public, entirely failed in 
inducing any of the holders to accept money. Of the amount 
of bills due in March (8,468,400/), and of old outstanding 
bills (35,3007), together 8,504,700/, bills to the extent of 
8,477,200/ were exchanged for new bills, bearing the new rate of 
ld per day. 

From March till the beginning of June, money gradually 
became of somewhat more value. But when the June bills were 
to be exchanged, although they then bore no premium in the 
market, still the desirableness of paying off a portion, and a con- 
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siderable portion of the amount, continued as forcible as-ever. 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer, therefore, steady to his pur- 
pose, and in spite of a higher rate of interest, adhered to the 
rate of ldper day, or 1} per cent. perannum. The effect of 
this has been, that about 3,000,000/ of bills have been paid off || 
in money, while 408,900 have been exchanged for Exchequer 
bonds, and 5,890,500/ have been exchanged for new bills at the || 
present rate. The result is, that whereas on the Ist of March |; 
the amount of Exchequer bills in circulation was 17,742,400/, 
theamount now in circulation is but 14,218,200/.

THE TRADE OF FOUR MONTHS. 


Tue Board of Trade Tables for April and for the first four months of 
the year are now published, and their contents, which will be found 
elsew are truly astonishing. We shall begin our observa- 


and consumption of tea and currants, and in the importation, but 
not in the consumption, of cocoa, coffee, and sugar, are all easily 

ed by circumstances extraneous to the demands of the 
people. Thus the slightly diminished importation of tea in the 
month and in the four months, and the greatly diminished con- 
sumption, more than 2,000,000 Ibs in the month and nearly 
5,000,000 Ibs in the four months, are known to be the conse- 
quences of « previously excessive importation and of the expected 
reduction of the duties. Now that the reduction of duties has 


being co by entries sixfold greater than the average. 
The diminution in the importation and consumption of currants 
are the consequences of the failure of the crop. Cocoa, coffee, 
and sagar, too, are only imported in diminished quantities, be- 
cause they are not to be procured in greater abundance ; and as the 
consumption is increasing, we can only expect that the prices will 
rule higher in order to induce larger importations. The importa-

28 per cent. Continued at this rate through the year, at its close 
our exports will amount to more than 100,000,000/. This is no 
sudden flash, it has been going on increasing month by month, 
and every month the increase has been greater than the preceding 
month. Nor is it confined to any one or a few articles, but is 
pretty nearly equally spread over every branch of business. The

THE TRUE CURE FOR ELECTORAL CORRUPTION. 


Election committees are still at work with unabated vigour. Day 
by day new cases and new forms of corruption are dragged to 
light ;—~day by day fixes more firmly and inevitably iu the public 
mind the conviction that as bad or worse remains behind. Now 
itis a day's wages that has been paid ; now it is a 5/ note that 
has been given ; now it is rosettes heavy with concealed coin that 
have been distributed ; now itis a place that has been promised ; 
now it is ramonred that some titular honour has been bartered for 
electoral support; now it is by a system of loans capable of bein 

called in just before the contest that bribery and intimidation have 
been artistically combined. The resources of iniquity are mani- 


fold: the stratagems of crime are most ingeniously varied. The 
‘law-breaker seems more than a match for the law-giver. The 


public stand aghast at the disclosures: the initiated, who have 
known these things for years, begin to feel that they are becoming 
too scandalous to be longer tolerated ; but while every one cries 
out that a remedy must be found, no one seems to feel clear in 
what direction it must be sought; and those who are the most 
conversant with the disease are by no means the most sanguine 
of its cure. 
It is strange that, while for twenty years the suppression of 
bribery and the purification of our constituencies have been the 
avowed objects of Parliament, and while enactment after enact- 
ment has been proposed to carry them into effect, no one seems 
to have thought of a plan which to our humble judgment appears 
the simplest, the justest, the most effectual of all. We have 
adopted measures by which the discovery of bribery is facilitated ; 
we have ordained the infliction of a severe penalty (500/ fine) 
against both the giver and the recipient of a bribe, recoverable 
by any one who chooses to prosecute and can bring home the deed ; 
we have suspended the writs for some boroughs, and have dis- 
franchised others altogether. Our enactments have been so Dra- 
conian, that no one will put them in force; and our vengeance so 
indiscriminate, that justice revolted against the execution of it. 
But we have never set to work to separate the guilty from the 
innocent, and to visit them with the natural, appropriate, mode- 
rate penalty of incapacitating them from fature sin. We have 
never followed out the principle of disarming the individual 
culprit. Why not try itnow? As the law and custom at pre- 
sent stand, 2s soon as the petitioners have proved a single case 
of bribery against the sitting members or their agents, the victory 
is won: the decision is given, and the case is closed: No one 
has any interest in pursuing the case further. A hundred more 
electors may have been bribed, but they escape detection and ex- 
posure. Instead of this, let us pursue a different course. In 
every case in which by the decision of the election committee it 
is proved that bribery has been committed, let a commission of 
inquiry and of judgment issue (similar to that which can now be 
appointed by the Crown on the address of both Houses of Par- 
liament), charged to investigate upon the spot the whole proceed- 
ings of the election in question; let every clue and scert be 
rigidly followed up, as detectives follow up traces of every other 
crime; let every man convicted of having accepted a bribe (and a@ 
fortiori of having offered one) in any shape be disfranchised for life ; 
and let every one convicted of having treated or been treated be 
struck off the register for one election. There would be little 
difficulty in procuring evidence, compared with what exists at 
present ; for a commission on the spot can ascertain many things 
which a committee sitting in London cannot ; and many who will 
refuse to be instrumental in inflicting such a disproportionate and 
cruel punishment as a fine of 500/ for an offence which few have 
yet learned to consider as a heinous one, will readily aid in a con- 
viction entailing only the fitting and reasonable penalty of losing 
the vote which has been abused. The men thus disfranchised 
will command no sympathy, for they wi!l have met only their 
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just reward. They will, moreover, have a strong motive to re- 
main honest—not to kill the goose that laid the golden eggs. 
They will be marked men, and to a certain extent disgraced men, 
for the future :—citizens who have degraded, and therefore justly 
forfeited, their trust ; and the separation, man by maa, of the 
tainted from the sound, will not only purify the residual consti- 
tuency, bat will do more than perhaps any other measure could, 
to create a truer and wholesomer er ay, Sy the subject. 
It is true that this measure would strike only the more open, fla- 
grant, and clumsy cases of corruption ; it would hit the poor voter 
who takes money oftener than the rich voter who 

place or ajob ;—but it is chiefly among the poorer electors that 
bribery prevails, and rich men would soon become ashamed to do 
what poor men were punished for doing. Now, let us ask our- 
selves, if a measure of this sort had been made part and of 
the first Reform Bill, and had been steadily and righteously exe- 
cuted ever since—(and both these things might have been secured 
by Parliament if it had really wished)—what would have been 
the state of our constituencies by this time? Would they n 
been purified to an extent which would leave little to i 
and nothing to be done? Would not twenty years of persevering 
expurgation have nearly eliminated the corrupt element from 
among us? And might we not now have been rejoicing in our 
recovered purity, instead of blushing—if we do blush—at our 
published shame ? 

Further. Let it be enacted that whenever, by this process of 
purification, the number of electors in any boroughis reduced 
below a certain number (say 200), the privilege of returning mem- 
bers to Parliament shall cease. By this means a number of smali 
boroughs, where corruption most prevails, would be gradually 
disfranchised, and disfranchised by their own act; and a strong 
motive would be supplied to all the inhabitants who valued their 
franchise to exert themselves to enforce and preserve purity in 
all future contests. The respectable electors would keep a close 
watch over the disreputable, lest they should be involved with them 
in one common disaster. 

But since the cost of election petitions undoubtedly prevents 
many from being presented, and therefore secures impunity to 
— in (probably) the majority of cases, it has been sug- 
gested that a m n of our existing plan might very wisely 
be adopted. Let Parliament, as the proper guardian of its own 
honour, take upon itself the whole burden of investigating every 
charge made nst the a! of any election, —with this proviso 
agaiust groundless or malignant accusations : —that in case the peti- 
tion is pronounced frivolous and vexatious the petitioners shall bear 
the expenses of the trial. By this means the inquiry would be taken 
out of the nands of the complaining party: it would become a 

ublic, not a private matter; a criminal, not a civil suit. The 
nvestigation would not then be dropped, as it now is, the moment 
euough has been proved to ensure the purpose of the petitioners 
being gained ; but would be proceeded with to the uttermost in 
the interests of patriotism and national morality. Parliament 
might then carry on the affair as it thought fit—either by a com- 
mittee of its own body, or by a committee of competent lawyers. 
In either case what is now a duel between two opponents would 
become a deliberate and public trial. 

Since a Reform Bill is to be the t work of next session, 
and since it is very desirable that the measure introduced should 
be carried without any very material changes, it would, we think, 
be well if these suggestions and some others that have been 
thrown out could be freely ventilated and thoroughly discussed 
before Parliament breaks up for the autumn. Sir William Clay 
has given notice of a motion on a new method of taking votes 
(namely, by voting papers), which was recommended in a recent 
number of the “* Edinburgh Review”; and other points, which at 
present are unfamiliar to the public, might also, we think, be 
argued with advantage. Till a proposal has been exposed to a 
thorough sifting both by friends and antagonists, it is impossible, 
however plausible it may at first sight appear, to pronounce con- 
fidently on its real value. 
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EXCISE AND CUSTOMS DUTIES. 


TueEre has lately been a question in the House of Commons as 
to the pro a abolishing Customs or Excise duties ; and it 
was stated by Lord John Manners and others, with an apparent 
air of triumph, that in abolishing Customs duties you did not 
lessen the expense of the Customs, but that in abolishing Excise 
duties you at once got rid of all the expense of collecting them. 
This is in some measure true, but the party who used the argu- 
ment are the advocates of Customs duties. Mr Thomas Baring, 
even though a merchant, suggested that they should be levied on 
all imports, or that the Chancellor should throw his net over 
every branch of trade ; and it is the necessary consequence of the 
retention of a single Customs duty that the whole trade of the 
country must be exposed to the inspection of Custom-house 
officers. It may be doubted, eveu if no revenue were levied on 

imports, whether it might not de considered advisable, as a matter

1832. ‘The number. of officers, however, did not increase in 
proportion to the increase of business, or threefold ; they were 
only increased little more than one-hundredth part, or from 
10,770 to 10,868.

the expense of the Customs has very much diminished. 


Customs duties cannot be collected without exposing trade to 
great inconvenience, and those who advocate the extension of 
such duties and the abolition of Excise duties forget, apparently, 
how many Excise duties have already been abolished, how few 
remain, and how productive, with co atively little inconve- 
nience, they are to the revenue. Lord John Manners and his 
friends are not disposed to give up revenue— they do not like direct 
taxes—they cannot possibly have more Customs duties, and they 
object also to Excise duties. How would they levy the necessary 
revenue? Would they again tax the people’s bread? That we 
now know from ex: is the goose that lays the golden 

The national debt, the army and navy, the administration 
of justice, the civil service of the State, which a large class 
amongst us requires to be continually extended, compel the Go- 
vernment to levy and the people to submit to a very large amount 
of taxation, Every tax.is an evil, and is strongly objected to by 
somebody ; aud the only question whieh a statesman has to dis- 
cuss, is, which species of taxation is the least injurious. A Go- 
verninent must look to existing opinions as well as to what scieuce 
recommends, and, whatever may be the theoretical objections to 
Excise duties—except the duty still levied on paper, now that 
the Excise duty on soap is to be abolished—nobody complains of 
them. In fact, when it is observed that the remaining Excise 
duties fall principally on beer and » we may say that th 
tomy in general, instead of complaining of them, would rather 

ve them increased than diminished. not originally levied 
rather for moral than fiscal objects, such duties are now wmain- 
tained as a check on inebricty, and the moral and influential part 
of rid community would for this. object like to see them aug- 


mented. 

In 1843 the Excise duty on spirits in Ireland was reduced 1s 
a gallon. In 1844 the duty on glass was reduced, and in 1845 it 
was repealed. In 1844 the vinegar duty was repealed. In 1850 
the brick duty was repealed, and now the Excise duty on soap is 
to be repealed, Since 1842 those three important Excise duties 
have been repealed. In the same period several alterations haye 
been made in the Excise duties, such as trausferring the duties on 
railways and stage carriages from the Stamps to the Excise, and 
such as imposing licenses on chemists using stills; and all these 
transfers and changes may have given 600,000/ to the Excise 
revenue, while the glass duties took away from it 764,674/, and the 
vinegar duties 18,2021, the brick duties 462,451/; and notwith- 
standing these reductions the gross duty of the Excise increased 
between 1843 and 1852 no less than 1,800,2192. The following 
figures show the progress of the revenue year by year :—

TURKEY AND RUSSIA. 


Tue dispute between Rassia and Turkey, thongh nothing 

decisive has occurred since last Saturday, bears a less fence 
aspect than at that period. The Russian fleet is said, indeed, to 
have sailed from Sebastopol, and the English and French fleets 
haue gone to the Dardanelles. «The confidence in the wisdom and 
moderation of the Emperor Nicholas is weaker, People begin to 
be afraid that he may be satisfied now with ain epeeen as the 
preserver of order and peace,or even wearied hearing his 
praise sounded on only one string, and may be desirous vf 

achieving a new fame and of adding to the power of Russia. He 
may look, it is thought, on Austria almost as his vassal, indebted 
to him. for its continuance as an empire, and’ so hampered by 
having only discontented nations to govern, and only govern- 
rag by making one the instrument to subject another, 
as to be equally unwilling and unable to interfere with his 
preiacte. Prussia be knows he has nothing to 
ear; for though the Prussians, in common with other Ger- 
mans, would have ‘less objection to a war to prevent the 
aggrandisement of Russia than to a war for any other object, the 
Prussian Court is decidedly with him, and would not take a part 
popular with the Prussians. He may have little faith in Louis 
Napoleon’s power ; he may think, as it rests not on ages of pre- 
scription, that the French may be willing to get rid of him as 
they have allowed him to put down the Republic, and allowed the 
Republic to drive forth Louis Phitippe, rather than suffer the ex- 
pense of war for achance merely of obtaining the glory of suc- 
eess. He may have more faith in the hereditary principle than 
we have, and may think that the Count de Chambord, or the 
grandson of Lonis Philippe, would have some chance against 

Napoleon, were an European contest to commence. Or he may 
suppose that the republican principle is strong in France, par- 
ticularly amongst the most trustworthy officers, and that it is only 
necessary for Louis Napoleon to be occupied abroad to kindle the 
hopes and incite the exertions of the men he has cruelly disap- 
pointed and deceived at home. In short, suchis known to be 
the unfortunate relations of all the Sovereigns of Europe, except 
our own Most Gracious Queen, to their own subjects, that the 
Emperor Nicholas may suppose them unable to interfere with his 
designs, should his interest or his caprice make him cease to regard 
the honour of being the conservator of order in Europe, and the 
bulwark of its thrones against the rising tide of democracy. For 
reasons such as these, the confidence in the good inteations and 
the wisdom of the Czar and his advisers is weakened, and there 
are ag apprehensions than there were that peace will be dis- 
turbed. 

- At such unfortunate prospects we can only express our deep 
regret. We have witnessed for the last five years, with equal 
surprise and admiration, the steady and inflexible determination 
of the bulk of the people of Europe to have peace preserved at 
almost any price, which has made them resist all the allurements 
of demagogues, and prefer certain quiet and prosperity to the 
doubtful and seductive charms of liberty. They have rallied 
round authority, because authority preserved peace. The case will 
be entirely altered if authority make the preservation of peace 
impossible, and be the means of bringing war on Europe. If 
the people cannot have peace with submission to the ruling 
powers—if they must be exposed to all the evils and hor- 
rors of war—they will fight for liberty as a means of gua- 
ranteeing peace in future, not for the preservation of despotism, 
on which no reliance can be placed, or the maintenance of old 
authority. The present relation between the industrious, the 
trading, the peace-loving multitude, and the thrones of Europe, 
which is the.sole strength of the latter, will be entirely reversed by 
the ruling powers involving Europe in war; and neither generals 
nor statesmen, neither emperors nor kings, can answer for the 
result. Never before was the desire for wealth, and for an abun- 
dance of superior food, better clothing, and greater comforts and 
luxuries, equal to that desire at present, and never before was the 
conviction so earnest and so general that to gratify this desire the 
preservation of peace is indispensable. For the Sovereigns of 
Europe to plunge into war, is nothing less than to run counter to 
o stream of society, which we can only dread may overwhelm 
them.

Aqriculture. 
CROPS AND PROSPECTS. 


Since our last notice of the aspect of the crops we have expe- 
rienced fresh variations of our ever-varying climate ; with hot 
days we have had many cold and frosty nights, and though 
something like settled warm weather has prevailed during the 
ast week, several days of the week preceding were almost winterly. 
ere is now a want of rain, and some of the stronger soils are 
almost unworkable. Grasses, too—especially the artificial grasses 
—which at one time promised to be heavy crops, have received a 
check, and except under very favouravic conditions a large pro- 
duce of hay will not be obtained. The wheat has improved of 
late, and with a warm summer may yet turn out better than was 
expected. But still there must bea deficient breadth of that grain. 
From this or other causes the wheat market has advanced during 
the past fortnight, and a stili further rise is anticipated. 

Many persons believe that there is a resemblance between the 
present season and that of 1847, when after a wet winter and cold 
spring the weather suddenly became warm, and a fine crop of 
wheat was the result. Messrs Sturge, in their montbly circular of 
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June 1, seem to have reference to some such comparisoa of sea- 
sous. They say most of the spring-sown wheat is ‘ unfavourably 
reported of, and in some instances has been ploughed up. This, 
and the lem gion of wheat compared with other agricultural pro- 
duce, naturally disposes our farmers to hold back their remaicing 
stock of wheat; though we think the quantity in their hands is 
greater than is usually held at this season of the — There is 
now probably three months’ con tion more o lish wheat 
in the country than on the 1st June, 1847 ; most of which would 
be brought to market if the price adv 8s to 103 per quarter ; 
and should we have a good crop of potatoes, this would also assist 
to the extent of three million quarters, and together would go far 
towards making up the estimated deficiency of the coming wheat 
crop.” et 

The following are a few of the local reports on the progress of 
the grain and grass crops :— 

In Berkshire— vol 

Our accounts of the growing wheat crop have nct been at all aatisfactary from 
the commencement of seedtime, nor can we yet report more faveurably. The 
frosts rendered the winter-sown very rusty, and also quite stopped that sows in 
the epring. It is at present uneven, and unless.a 
harvetting will be a tedious affa'r ; altogether, we anticipate » very short crop. 
From the long-coutinued wetness of the spring, barley and oat sowing was pro- 
tracted until a late period, and in May more acres have been sown than is

are now having the hoe plied busily among them. 
well, and where the plant held good there is likely to be 2 good swarth. The 
meadow-grasees are also coming on well, and from present we €x- 
pect rather a forward haymaking. We stand much in need of a good crop, as 
nearly ell the old hay is consumed. 

From South Yorkshire we leara— 

During the past month the frost was on several nights intensely severe, which 
has had a marked inflaence upon the growth of both oats and barley; and, 
with the present dry season, in many situations, especially the barley upon tiin 
arid soils and the oats upon ungenial clay, vegetation has received such a serious 
check, that most gloomy forebodings are anticipated. Wheat, as & matter of 
course, has withstood the effects much better than any other description of pro- 
duce. With fine genial weather, however, we look forward to a most beautiful 
harvest ; but in its abeence it will be very unfavourable. Turnip sowing hae 
p»rtially, and in a few days will be generally, commenced. The dry season has 
had its advantages in this reapect, and enabled farmers to clear their fallows 
with good effect. Judging from the demand and sale for every description of 
hand tillege, we should fain hope to see turnip@of a more than ordinary size, 

In Durham— 

The weather then assumed a parched and droughty eheracter, with a hot 
sun during the day, and bitter cold east winds, which have prev. nted every- 
thing from growing. We have not seen a single field of wheat that isin any 
way forward or flush ; it is very backward, and has not tillered, and appears 
yellow and sickly. We never witnessed 60 bad a prospect for the next harvest, 
which will now be a lateone. This ts not to be wondered at, when we take 
into account the very imperfect manner in which the fallow land was cultivated 
last summer, the drenched, cold, and soddened state of the — when the 
seed was sown ; a crop could scarcely be expected. A good of the seed 
was rotten in the ground, and the plants have come up thin. Rain is beginning 
to be much wanted, Oats have come up thin, and appear unhealthy, the ground 
having worked extremely stabborn and unkindly, not having been pulverised 
by frost, from the immense covering of snow precluding the possibility of frost 
taking effect upon the land. Turnfp land has been a difficult operation in many 
localities, to bring it into a fine tilth, from the éame cause. Pastures have a 
very barren and parched appearance, and stock have been put on small rationr. 
Meadows have an unfavourable appearance; clovers have gone off toa — 
extent; and seeds will cut very light. Barley wae wouswally late in € 
sown, but has brairded wel), and looks remarkably healthy and strong, and is 
superior to any other grain so far. A large breadth of spring wheat was sown 
very late, and is looking very puny and sickly. 

From Pembrokeshire and Cardiganshire they report— 

The late white and black frosts that we had some days back have done more 
harm to the young corn, and all other vegetation, than the late enow and bail ; 
but more than both, was the cold frosty aud piercing wind from the north, that 
continued for some days and nights previous to the hoar frost. No doubt bat what 
it has injured all vegetation, particularly on those lands directly facing the wind ; 
yet some persone speak of it as being good, to check or keep back growth, for 
fear of worse weether in May. We are not so backward in this respect as we 
were last year, owing then to the great and long-continucd dry weather, but we 
are more beckward than in the average of former yeare. We have seem some 
fields that have been severely singed by the north wind and frost; but we have 
had fine showers and brilliant warm sun, which have eince improved them. The 
barley suffered most ; the wheats are looking tolerably wel', and the potatoes 
are as good as we have seen them for many years—far more so than last year. 


The Cambridgeshire report is unfavourable. The reporter 
says— 

To give a faithful report of the crops at the present juneture is no easy task, 
as they vary so very mucb, principally with the nature of the su soil, and the 
fortunate or unfortunate time and manner in which they were put in. Oa the 
good alluvial soil, wheat has gone on well of late; acd the eame may be said 
as respects the spring crops. But upon the tenacious clays, and some of the 
lighter gravele, we never remember to have seen them cutting so wretched a 
figure ; and as so large a portion of the wheat lands of the county consists of 
clay soile, and when it is borne in mind the limited extent of wheat that could 
during the last seazon be got in at all, followed by the cold and wet spring, the 
crop must this year, come what may, fall very short of an average one. 


Farmers on good stock farms have done well this year, but 
not the mass of ordinary occupiers. And that remark has a wide 
application, for in no former season was the advantage of the 
stock farmer over the farmer who places his chief reliance on 
grain growing so decisive asatthe present time. In consequence 
great efforts are being made in all directions to increase the 
quantity of stock, sheep especially, and other improvements are 
being made simultaneously. The large flock-masters of South 
Wilts, amongst others, are now congratulating each other on the

The Ministerof State, 
supported by M. Bineau and M. Fortoul, would engage the French 
Cabinet to grant Russia everything she requires from the Sultan, and 
threatens to resign if the policy of M. Persigny and M, Dronyn de 
Lhuys be adopted. Louis Napoleon seemed irresolute some days ago, 
but the last notes which he received from London have determined 
him to espouse the Sultan’s cause. 

It is now the conviction of everybody that the Russian troops have 
passed the Pruth. According to the last advices from Constantinople 
reinforcements were daily arriving in Bessarabia, and the Emperor 
Nicholas was expected at Ismail. The Russian fleet has sailed from 
Sebastopol, and was mape@uvring near the coast. Our Government 
has also begun some preparations for future casualties. Eventual 
contracts have been entered into for the army and the navy, and it is 
stated that 100,000 soldiers of the reserve will be called to arms, as 
soon as ho hope remains of a peaceful issue of the Eastern question. 

The apprehensions produced by the advices from the East have 
produced a crisis at our Bourse. The last account was a very diffi- 
cult one. They say that the losses amounted to more than three 
millions of pounds sterling. Our bankers and capitalists who had 
sold rentes and shares for the account of May 3lst, transferred 
them oa the day of the settlement. One of our stockbrokers had 
500,000 of titles to transfer. But, on the other side, the litte 
capitalists of the provinces, who have great confidence in the 
maintenance of peace, have made a vast number of small bona fide 
purchases, as they desire to avail themselves of the decline of the 
securities in order to make profitable investments.

good had been done in India,— 
earnest, serious, and enlightened legislation had taken place for the bene- 
fit of the people, under the Act of 1833,—than under the previous two centuries 
and a quarter of Britich connection with the East. He then proceeded to desoribe 
the nature of the Government, both at home and in India ; to discuse the various 
objections made to it, and the remedial measures suggested ; and to point out 
the inconveniences of any organic change at the present moment. Finally, he. 
explained the improvements which it is intended to graft upon the existing system 
It wae, he said, impossible, after the defects that had been pointed out in the 
Board of Directore, to retain it in its present form, but it was not intended to 
constitute a minister for India with the utmost power which could be given him, 
tempting as such a plan might be. It was intended to maintain the present 
form and to improve the constitution, leaving the relations between the Board 
of Control and the Court of Directors as at present. It was proposed to reduce 
the elected number of the Board of Directors, now 30, to 12, and to add six 
members from the Indian servants of the Crown who had served the Crown or 
Company in India for ten years, which would make 18. One-third of these 
should go out every second year, but should be eligible for re-election without 
the interval of a year. There was to be no change in the constituency of the 
elected members. The whole change was not to be made at once, but before the 
expiration of the present Government the 30 were to choose 15, to whom the 
Crown was to add three, and thus the first 18 to be made. Every person was 
to serve six years. Being a director was to be no qualification to be ap- 
pointed by the Crown, unless he had also the other qualification of service. 
As duration, it was not thought right to tie up the hands of 
Parliament, and this Government was to last until Parliament shall other- 
wise provide. The ealaries of the directors were to be raised in consideration of 
the intended restricti-n of patronage, and they were to have 500/ a year, and the 
chairman and deputy chairman 1,000/. As regarded patronage, it was proposed to 
do away with nominations to Haileybury,and no person waa to be admitted by fa- 
vour or nomination to the civil service in India. Under regulations by the Board 
of Control, this was to be thrown open to public competition. There was to be 
neither exclusion nor favour. A similar course was to be taken with Addis- 
combe, and in regard to the scientific brauches of the Indian army, and also as 
to assistant-eurgeons. He trusted that by these means euch a service would be 
secured as the world had never seen. The direct appointments to the army 
were to be left, as regarded nominations, in the hands of the directors. 
were also to bave the nomination of Members of Council in India, subject to 
the approbation of the Crown. There was to be no change in the position of 
the Governor-General, except that, as he had too much to do, it was proposed 
to relieve him of the province of Bengal, of which a Lieutenant-Governor was 
to ba appointed. There was to be no change in the Executive Government, 
except that it was to be selected with the approbation of the Crown. Power 
was to be given to form a presidency at Agra, and to make a new one in the 
district of the Indur. Among a variety of subsequent detaile, he mentioned 
“that a Commission would be formed to digest the reports, and he also proposed 
the formation of a Legislative Council.in India. In order to the amendment of 
the administration of justice, it was proposed to pass the civil service candi- 
dates at Haileybury through a different examination from that at present 
adopted, and one requiring considerable legal attainments, In India it was 
proposed to amalgamate the Queen’s Court with the highest Company’s 
Courts, and to make the Court so formed one of original joriedictiov, and to 
have ultimate appeal. The salaries of the native judges were to be raised, 
which it was hoped might be a means of preventing corruption. These, he 
said, were the principal details of the Government plav, but he added some 
observations upon the subject of educating the nativer, in reference to which 
he was enabled to epeak hopefully, although we had properly abstained from 
shocking the prejudices of the people. 

Mr Bright did not think that the plan, though with some good things in it, 
would be any better than the «xisting system. The speech had been one of an 
advocate of the existing Government, and might have been supplied by Mr 
Melvill and a clever East Indix House clerk.

The Chancellor of the Exchequer opposed the clause, as destroying the whole 
structure of the tax.

The Chanceller of the Exchequer added some additional clauses, and st 
length the bi) passed its final stage amidst as much applause as could be con 
veniently manifested by only one side of a very thin house. 

Mr J. G. Phillimore resumed the debate upon the bill for the government of 
India ; but bis rising did not fill the house, upon the opposition side of which 
there were a dozen members, and not one of the chiefe, Mr Phitlimore 
addressed himeelf to the principal topies contained in the speech of Sir Charles 
Wood, and objected by turns to their treatment. He adverted particulariy to 
the administration of the law in India, and denied with some emphasis Sir 
Charles’s assertions that the law of Enagland was open to similar objections ; 
and he added that if it were his wish to prove that some sicister and 
influence had clouded Sir Charles’s understanding and poisoned his good na-~ 
ture, he could find abundant evidence in that portion of his speech. Mr Phil- 
limore drew a forcible picture of the defective state of the Indian law and its 
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the appointment of competent English judges, aud the removal of the “bias- 
phemoue” diequalification of natives from such offices. He ridiculed the notion 
of Sir Charles taking the golden age of India to be that immediately preceding 
British rule, observing that it would be equally reasonable to take the period of 
Attila as an illustration of the Augustan era. With regard to the tenure of 
land, he described the East India Company as assuming tbe rights of the pro- 
prietors of the soil, and weglecting every one of their daties. He denounced 
both ‘he form and the »dministration of Indian government, and accused it of 
perilling, by a long course ef oppression and injustice, an empire larger than 
that of Charlemagne, and infinitely important to the interests of this country. 
Sir J. W. Hogg rejoiced that every charge, true or untrue, had been ciron- 

lated against the Kast India Company, because it had now an opportunity of 
defending itself. Addressing -himeelf to the arguments of the opponents of 
the bill, he complained, in the first place, that Mr Bright had altogether ig- 
nored the evidence before the Indian Committee, which especially went to 
show the necessity for immediate legislation. Mr Bright's speceh wae 2 
mere thing “‘of shreds and patches,” made up of stray, incongraour, and very 
often of unauthentic materials, for the most part out of date; and referring to 
past circumstances as well as past times. Mr Bright and hie friends talked as 
if India was a sealed book; but he reminded them that for the last twenty 
years every law relating to that country, the most minute transaction connected 
with it, had been laid on the table, and freely diecuseed, and that not a single 
rupee had been spent without the knowledge of the house. The difficulty laid, 
not in the absence of evidence, but in the want of industry on the part of the 
honourable gentlemen, who, if they chose to take the trouble, could not fail to 
see in that evidence every argument for immediste legislation. Sir James 
next examined Mr Bright’s arguments in reference to a double government, which 
he maintained had no reference to the present day, being founded also upon 
obsolete evidence. Sir James disputed Mr Bright's position, that the form of 
government in question was either a “ hoeus ” or a “ shem,” acd 

that authority in ordinary matters was virtually in the hands of the Board of 
Directors, with whom the Board of Control yery rarely interfered; at the same 
time that he maintained that it would be in the highest degree dangerous and 
unwise to entrust to them, or to any other body than Her Mujesty's ae eo 
the responsibility of such questions as peace or war, or foreign treaties. *0F 
those reasons he considered a double government as the only really effective, 
and even possible form. Referring to charges more immediutely affecting the 
Board of Directors, he defended that body, especially in reference to patronage 
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terests and happiness of the people of India, aud the honour and glory of this 


great country. 
On the motion of Mr Blackett, the debate was then adjourned to Thursday.

He had not the slightest hesitation in saying that, if there 
was any position which would gratify distinguished natives, it was that of sit- 
ting to legislate for their fellow-couotrymen, and he believed there were many 
Hindoo and Mahommedan gentlemen fully competent for the office. 

Mr Danby Seymour said, he had never heard such a combiuation of misrepre- 
sentations as were put forward in the speeches of Sir C. Wood and Sir J. 
and he read documents in refutation of statements made by them on the eub- 
jects of the Indian police and the administration of criminal justice in " 
and the general character of the European judges and magistrates. He accused 
the present Government of dealing partially with this great question, and the 
committee of repelling witnesses not favourable to the East India Company ; 
from a great variety of authorities be elaborated every dark picture of the Com- 
pany’s rule, reproaching Sir C. Wood with softening its shadows and with 
omitting all reference to the condition of the natives of India, which had been 
described as “ universal pauperism” and the “ lowest state of degradation ;”

The Americans, 
then, are rapidly increasing their consumption of foreign com- 
modities, and are amongst the best, if they be not the very best, 
customers of all other naticas. 

The consumption of tea in the United States: is said by the 
United States Evonomist to have been ia 1852, 25,587,088 lbs > fn 
Eugland it was, according to our trade tables, 54,724,615 tts ; 
so that we consume nearly double as much tea in proportion to | 
our numbers as the people of the United States. In 1852, tow- 
ever, they consumed 180,531,189 lbs of coffee, while we only | 
consumed 35,044,376 Ibs; so that, having regard to the popnia- 
tion, they consume six times more coffee thau we consume. In 
ten years the consumption of tea in the States has i from 
12,788,969 lbs in 1843 to 25,587,668 lbs in. 1853, or it-bas 
doubled ; whiie in England the consumption has increased nearly 
one-third, or from 40,293,303 lbs in 1843 to 64,724,615 Ibs in 
1852. In the States the consumption of coffee bas increased 
from 85,916,666 lbs in 1843 to 180,531,489 ibs in 1853, or it has 
more than doubled. In England the consumption of coffee has 
increased from 29,979,404 lbs in 1843 to 35,044,376 Ibs in 1852, 
or one-sixth. The population of the empire has on the whole 
increased very little in the last tew years. The population of the 
States has increased from 18,155,561 to 24,500,000, or one-third. 
The consumption of both coffee and tea in the States-has in- 
creased much faster than the people, from which we see that they, 
like the English, are advanciug ia wealth, comforts, and inxuries 
as they increase in numbers.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY EVENIN®. 

The corn market was firm to-day, and in some cases a shilling 
better than Monday’s prices, which were 2s higher than the pre- 
vious Monday. The arrivals were scanty, and the buyers not 
numerous; but the Russian question, the very high rates of 
freight, and the increasing charge for insurance, all tended to 
keep up the prices. The owners of American flour asked a higher 
price for it, and some fine Baltimore was reported as sold for 27s, 
but this might be an exaggeration. 

The foreign corn markets are generally firm, with a good deal 
of business. They follow the English market for wheat, and 
show an upward tendency. Fine weather, however, is exercising 
a favourable influence abroad. In Nantes purchases of flour 
have been made for England at an advance of from 1s to 2s per 
sack, and the report from thence is, that though the season is very 
backward and the weather rainy, it is not supposed that the 
wheat crop has as yet been seriously injured. 

Barley is scarce abroad as well as at home, and difficult to ob- 
tain at any price. 

In counection with the corn market, we may mention that 
some corn factors, who were commissioned to purchase a consider- 
able quantity of malt for exportation, complain that they cannot, 
according to the present regulations, obtain any drawback on it. 
They can have malt made in bond, and can export it free of daty. 
The brewer, too, can obtain a drawback on malt when he exports 
it as beer ; but when exported as malt, no drawback is allowed. 
This seems an anomaly, but is no doubt to be explained by a - 
liarity in the mode of levying the duties, which might enable the 
exporter to receive the drawback, were that allowed, before he 

paid the duties. Whatever be the reason, some inconvenience 
is now suffered from the arrangement, which is discovered to be 
an impediment to the aoe on of malt to Australia. 

The sugar market, which has declined 6d in the week in con- 
sequence of considerable arrivals from the West Indies, was firm 
to-day. Refined sugar is lower by 1s. ‘The uncertainty,” say

3,329,660 lbs, against 611,875 Ibs in the 
corresponding week last year. ‘These large deliveries fully occupy 
the attention of the dealers, and transactions are therefore limited, 
but prices are fully supported.” 

The accounts received on Monday and Wednesday from Ame- 
rica, reporting a further diminution in the receipts of cotton, with 
higher prices, and rather unfavourable news respecting the grow- 
ing crop, were quite calculated to give an impulse to the Liverpool 
cotton market, but the turn-out of the workmen at the Liverpool 
docks, combined with the uncertain state of political affairs on 
the Continent, has counterbalanced the otherwise probable rise. 
The sales for the week are 43,000 bales, of which spinners have 
taken 30,000 bales, speculators 11,000 bales, and exporters 2,000 
bales,at unchanged prices. To-day’s market is reported steady, with 
sales of 6,000 bales. As there is no turn-out in the cotton manu- 
facturing districts, it is expected that the employers are quietly
